Street Improvement 
Project. 

As far as current em¬ 
phases, one of the major 
things he’s looking at is a 
Capital Improvement Pro¬ 
gram. Says Davidson, 
“We’re a W year-old city 
with a 100 year-old infra¬ 
structure. We need to iden¬ 
tify projects and develop 
methods of financing 
them.” 

He will also be looking 
to work with the Council 
to best fill two important 
positions within City staff: 
The one he vacated. Direc¬ 
tor of Public Works, and 
Development Services Di¬ 
rector. “We’re going to 
make sure we have a good, 
healthy organization, then 
we’re going to provide the 
best possible service at a 
reasonable cost.” He calls 
the current City staff, “One 
of the finest in the Valley.” 

At age 44, Davidson has 
been married almost 17 
years. He and wife Mary 
Kay, a teacher, have three 
daughters: Katie (age 12), 
Becky (age 8), and Susie

A1 Moses is the Presi¬ 
dent of the Rose Bowl 
Operating Committee, and 
he calls the Rose Bowl an 
ideal venue. The NFL ap¬ 
parently agrees; it’s been 
here five times, most re¬ 
cently in 1993. Moses says 
that recent estimates 
project a $300,000,000 
economic boost to the sur¬ 
rounding area from a Su¬ 
per Bowl. As Moses says, 
“You can’t have a Super 
Bowl in Pasadena without 
hotels in L.A.” Many oth¬ 
er cities take a loss leader 
at the stadium, but the 
101,000-seat Rose Bowl 
has such a capacity that in 
the last two Pasadena bids, 
a profit was included even 
at the site. “We still think 
it’s the quintessential foot¬ 
ball stadium in the coun¬ 
try,” said Moses. He’s not 
holding his breath, howev¬ 
er. Moses believes that the 
Super Bowl will be held in 
San Diego: “It’s probably 
a remote chance at best 
(Pasadena’s getting the 
Super Bowl)” he says. But 
if it’s not in San Diego, it 
got to be somewhere, and 
Pasadena is ready. The 
show must go on.

“Packing on the Sturtevant 
Trail.” 

Sturtevant Trail, one of 
the mountain trails which 
began in Sierra Madre, 
was one of the most popu¬ 
lar hiking and mule pack¬ 
ing routes into Big Santa 
Anita Canyon. The only 
way up to the mountain 
resorts was on the steep, 
narrow trails and to either 
hike or rent a ride on a 
pack animal. Also, all 
material needed at the re¬ 
sorts, food, lumber, furni¬ 
ture, pianos, etc., were 
packed on the back of 
those sure footed mules 
and donkeys. 

Another special treat 
that evening will be that 
longtime Sierra Madre res¬ 
ident, Jim Heasley, will 
also be joining us. Jim is 
now 80 years old but has a 
wealth of fascinating sto¬ 
ries and information from 
his days with the pack 
trains. 

Saddle up with Terry 
and Jim through the slide 
presentation and see what 
it was like working a day 
on the pack trains to such 
resorts as Robert’s, Ho- 
gee’s and Sturtevant’s 
Camps. Meet some of the 


interesting people in¬ 
volved with the early Sier¬ 
ra Madre mountain tourist 
trade.

Alice Williams has decid¬ 
ed to close the shop and 
retire. She will be missed 
very much. For years, 
many of her patrons have 
been our senior citizens. 
Her warm personality, ex¬ 
cellent work and low pric¬ 
es made the shop special. 
Among her regulars have 
been Gertrude Daniels, Jan 
Macauley, who was a 
SPAR lieutenant in World 
War II and Edna Euken 
who still comes regularly 
and is almost 101 years 
old. 

The business was start¬ 
ed back in the late i930s 
by Jerry Welsh and con¬ 
ducted in her home on 
North Baldwin. Then, Jer¬ 
ry’s husband, Lloyd, built 
the building where the 
shop is now located at 55 
N. Baldwin. Lloyd moved 
into the store next door and 


had a feed and grain busi¬ 
ness. When Mr. Arnold 
first started his hardware 
business he moved in with 
Lloyd. Then in 1948 he 
purchased the building 
from Lloyd and it became 
Arnold’s Hardware, until 
moved to its present locl^ 
tion on the boulevard. \ 
Alice’s parents had a 
beauty shop for many 
years in Moiuevia. When 
they wanted to own a sec¬ 
ond shop, to be run by her 
mother. Hazel Shaw, they 
purchased Wistaria Beau¬ 
ty Salon on May 20, 1953 
from Jerry Welsh who was 
retiring. Alice, who was a 
trained beautician, was 
raising her children, but 
would help out in the shop 
when she could, particu¬ 
larly when her parents took 
a vacation. Then, she her¬ 
self became owner in 


1979. 

Ho* children, a daughter 
who lives in Hawaii and a 
son living in Azusa, tell 
her, “It’s about time you 
retire.” Alice has five 
grandchildren and five 
step-grandchildren. She 
can’t remember when she 
has had a vacation and will 
catch her breath now be¬ 
fore she decides on retire¬ 
ment plans. 

For over 20 years Alice 
also provided beauty oper¬ 
ators who went to the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Skilled Nursing 
Facility. They have a 
room there equipped as a 
small beauty shop so resi¬ 
dents can have their hair 
done on the premises. 

We are sorry to say 
good-bye to this important 
business that has operated 
for so long in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre. It will leave quite a 


void. We do thank Alice 
for her years of service and 


wish her a well earned and 
happy retirement

his parrot “Barney” es¬ 
caped from an overturned 
cage, he joined the Sierra 
Madre flock. Barney came 
to visit frequently with his 
new friends, but his select 
vocabulary gave him 
away. 

Sierra Madre isn’t 
unique in this respect, 
however. Flocks of parrots 
exist in Pasadena, South 
Pasadena, Arcadia, and 
throughout the Los Ange¬ 
les basin, with estimates at 
their total numbers ranging 
well into the thousands. 

Not bad, for an animal 
that’s not native to this 
country! 

Baronowski says that 


the groups vary in size, de¬ 
pending on the time of 
year. When there aren’t 
family duties to attend to, 
they’ll congregate in larg¬ 
er groups. As Spring is ap¬ 
proaching and the weather 
is warming, they’re cur¬ 
rently coming in smaller 
groups, though as many as 
25-30 were spotted togeth¬ 
er last vveek. They’re start¬ 
ing to nest, though. Baby 
parrots will be coming in 
May. 

What’s a typical day 
like for a group of parrots? 
Well, they’re fairly early 
risers. Tiiey’li get lugcllicr 
somewhere around 7:00 
a.m., and start making 
noise. Baronowski calls 
this their “call to order,” 
and believes that they 
squawk about the days ac¬ 
tivities, and where good 
food sources can be found 
and other parrot gossip. 
Following the morning 
briefing, the parrots will 
break into smaller groups 
to go after food and water, 
then usually take a nap. 

■ There’s another call to or¬ 
der in the evening. Favor¬ 
ite parrot snacks include 
carobs, pecans, fruits, and 
just about anything else 
they can find on a tree, 
which is one reason Sierra 
Madre is such a popular 
hangout for them. 

According to Dewey, 
the parrots are almost nat¬ 
ural arborists. “They leave 
for a couple of months, but 
they come back. They look 
for certain seeds.” 15-20 
parrots are usually at Dew¬ 
ey’s house in the morning, 
but “they move on 
through.” Dewey likes 
their self-containment. 
“None of the other birds 
bother them, and they 
don’t seem to bother any¬ 
one else, though they do 
make a lot of noise. They 
just do their thing and 
move on.” We could all 
use neighbors like that.

School will celebrate its 
50th aimiversary in April. 
We will run Zena Yama¬ 
moto’s account of the 
school’s history in weekly 
installments. This is the 
fourth installment.) 

The bucolic setting was 
not the only thing the 
sch(X)l boasted. During the 
50’s, the school’s role as a 
resource for parent educa¬ 
tion grew. 

Once a month, on Tues¬ 
day nights. Director Mar¬ 
jorie Green, in conjunction 
with Pasadena City Col¬ 
lege, held child guidance 
classes at the school. Par¬ 
ents could learn about chil¬ 
dren and music, children’s 
literature, and childhood 
emotional disturbances. 

Involving fathers was 
as big a concern then as it 
is today. But whereas to¬ 
day, we might read articles 
on “deadbeat dads,” or the 
increasing number of chil¬ 
dren being raised in father¬ 
less homes and the result¬ 
ing pathology, concerns 
then signaled the coming 
women’s movement. 

Lectures entitled, “Is 
Father Still ‘Head of the 
House’ in Today’s Mod¬ 
ern American Family?” 
and “Have We Confused 
the Roles of Mother and 
Father?” disclosed a post¬ 
war anxiety about gender 
roles. 

Another discussion, en¬ 


titled “Father Speaks Up,” 
featured a panel of dads 
and men who were spe¬ 
cialists in the field of child 
development. Moms were 
asked to “babysit” the kids 
so that dads could discuss 
their children with the ex¬ 
perts. 

Parents from the nurs¬ 
ery school remember their 
work days as being en¬ 
lightening, as changing the 
way they thought about 
and interacted with chil¬ 
dren. Some remember 
feeling inadequate to teach 
children, at first, in light of 
the calm, caring methods 
they witnessed from the 
directors and teachers. 
Seeing the way teachers 
responded to children in a 
way that was so honoring 
of where a child was de- 
velopmentally was a dif¬ 
ferent experience for 
many. 

Kathy Snow, a retired 
high school teacher who 
had two of her four chil¬ 
dren enrolled in the nurs¬ 
ery school beginning in 
1950, sees working along¬ 
side young children as an 
eye-opening experience. 

“Mostly, I remember 
my own feelings of insecu¬ 
rity. I remember with such 
approval and amazement 
Mrs. Green, and how she 
dealt with the utter confu¬ 
sion—and nothing both¬ 
ered her,” she says. 

‘There were easels and 
paint spilling all over the 
place and they (staff) act¬ 
ed like it was all perfectly 


normal. 

There were kids acting 
up and Mrs. Green wasn’t 
the least bit perturbed. She 
would make some little 
suggestion and they would 
all do it. She would rescue 
this scene of absolute cha¬ 
os as if it was wonderful.” 

Myma Kidd, a former 
elementary school teacher 
who has taught kindergar¬ 
ten at the nursery school 
for the past 15 years, re¬ 
calls what first brought her 
to the school with her own 
son. 

“Five years before I had 
a baby, I was teaching el¬ 
ementary school. There 
kept coming into my class¬ 
room these children who 
seemed to have a special 
light about them in the way 
they viewed their learning 
process and how they en¬ 
gaged other people, and I 
don’t believe that I’d ever 
encountered children quite 
like that,” Kidd says. 

“Some of the other 
teachers saw them as bold, 
brash. I saw them that way 
sometimes in that they 
were challenging to me, 
but there was something 
about them that felt right 
about how kids ought to 
be....I found out that they 
had all come from this 
nursery school, and I de¬ 
cided that if I ever had 
children, I would check 
out this nursery school and 
so I did.” Like most teach¬ 
ers at the school, Kidd 
started as a mother teach¬ 
er and was asked to come 


back as a teacher. She says 
that what she learned at the 


nursery school changed 
her dramatically as an ed¬ 


ucator. Indeed the value

QUESTION: My four-cylinder 
Buick has 70,000 miles on it, and it over¬ 
heated recently. Besides repairing the 
problem that caused the overheating, the 
mechanic also had to replace the head gas¬ 
ket and do a valve job on the car. Now the 
engine uses about one quart of oil with 
every gas fill up. I think this is excessive. 
What is wrong?-P.B. 

ANSWER: Providing that the Valve I 
job is not defective, an increase in oil con¬ 
sumption after a valve job is not uncom¬ 
mon. A valve job increases manifold vac¬ 
uum, causing the oil to rise past the piston 
rings. To solve the problem it is likely that 
you will have the head gasket pulled again 
and the pistons re-ringed. Also, look for 
other damage. Since the engine was run at 
such high temperatures, it is likely there

Senator Richard Mountjoy has introduced SB 
422, his “Three Strikes and You’re an Adult” bill to 
get tough on juvenile offenders who repeatedly com¬ 
mit felonies by putting them on trial as adults once 
they are charged with a third felony. 

Senator Mountjoy’s SB 422 requires trials in adult 
court for juveniles 10 years of age or older who have 
been convicted of two felonies for any subsequent 
felonies. The current minimum age for juveniles to 
be tried as adults is 14, apd then only for murder. 
Studies indicate that chronic offenders began their 
criminal careers before age 12. 

‘Today, juveniles commit senseless violent acts 
without fear of punishment. Serious crimes should 
be prosecuted in adult court, not juvenile court. The 
anguish for crime victims and their families is the 
same whether it was an adult or a juvenile who pulled 
the trigger,” Senator Mountjoy said. 

Between 1985 and 1995, there was an 82% in¬ 
crease in the number of juvenile arrests for violent 
crimes and a 63% increase in the rate of arrests. Ju¬ 
venile arrests for homicide was 85.5% higher in 1994 
tham it was in 1985. It is shocking that FBI statis¬ 
tics show that in 1994,17.5% of juveniles arrested 
for homicide in the nation were in California. 

The proportion of juveniles admitted to the Cali¬ 
fornia Youth Authority (CYA) for violent offenses 
were 40% between 1983 and 1989. Since 1989, the 
number of juveniles admitted to CYA for violent 
offenses steadily increased: 47% in 1990; 51.3% in 
1991; 57.2% in 1992; 59% in 1993; and 55.9% in 
1994.

Councilman Gary 
Kovacic summarized by 
cutting the issue down to a 
basic question: “We have 
to balance the cost of pur¬ 
suing the rate disagreement 
with the potential savings. 
Is it worth it?” City Con¬ 
sultant John Risk of 
Commincations Support 
Group said that the City 
was spending roughly 
$5,000 annually to keep up 
with TCI’s FCC appeals, 
and that the savings to resi¬ 
dents would exceed 
$100,000 annually. Stacy 
Kelly’s figure for the annual 
savings based on the differ¬ 
ences in rate determination 
was lower than Risk’s fig¬ 
ure, about $60,000. Both 
figures vastly exceed 
$5,000, however, and the 
resolution passed unani¬ 
mously. 


clearly distinguish these 
costs from the operating ex¬ 
penses and labor costs that 
are ordinarily included in 
Schedule B.” 

The upshot of the 
FCC’s order is that TCI 
should be permitted to re¬ 
calculate their rates to in¬ 
clude the labor costs of 
converter installation and 
retrieval in Schedule B, 
and the operating costs of 
managing inventory in 
Schedule C, and the issue 
was remanded. The City 
took this remand to indi¬ 
cate that they should re¬ 
consider TCI’s proposed 
rate , given the FCC clari¬ 
fications. 

A TCI accounting 
change showed up in Feb¬ 
ruary, 1995, and capitalized 
$20 worth of overhead per 
converter. The $20 consists 
of $7 installation labor, $3 
for the cable connecting the 
converters with the televi¬ 
sions sets, $7 for retrieval 
of converters, and $3 in¬ 
ventory management fee. 
City staff and Communica¬ 
tions Support Group, the 
accounting expert hired by 
the City to assist in rate 
regulation, reviewed those 
four components and con¬ 
cluded that FCC Rules and 
Regulations, general ac¬ 
counting principles, and

Stress: Is it all in the mind? 


Stress fills our modem 
life from many angles. 
Work, family pressures and 
traffic can all combine to 
give us tension. 

Our bodies were built to 
handle stress.

Is It Really Worth It? 

When it’s morning sickness during pregnancy, crack¬ 
ers help; but a look at “The Baby Book” usually reminds 
us: Yet, it’s worth it! During mid-term exams, a look at 
employment ads shows us one of the values of educa¬ 
tion: Yet, it’s worth it! When it’s traveler’s fatigue half 
way there, a look at tourism leaflets often rekindles ex¬ 
citement: Yes, it’s worth it. 

When Abram left his native land at the tender age of 
75 (first reading for next Sunday) the question proba¬ 
bly entered his mind on a cold desert evening as Sarai 
nagged him to hurry and pitch the tent: Is it all really 
worth it? And how did he answer—without a full-col¬ 
or brochure of the Promised Land? 

And what about the apostles after hearing the proph¬ 
ecy of the Passion and Jesus’ invitation to take up a cross 
instead of a crown? Do we realiy see them as eager to 
share in the hardship which the gospel entails? Or might 
they, like us, be in need of a little encouragement even 
a small glimpse of the future which might give mean¬ 
ing to the present? 

The glory of the Transfiguration was a brief glimpse, 
a temporary experience, but one that was given to pro¬ 
vide strength for the road ahead to Peter, James, and 
John. They might discount that experience in the panic 
of the events following the Last Supper, but the Trans¬ 
figuration was indelibly impressed upon their memories. 
It was an experience on a grander scale but not unlike 
the spiritual experiences that many of us recall in our 
lives. Such temporary mountains of transfiguration give 
us strength for our daily life and to enable us to walk the 
wav of the cross. Yes. it is worth it! 

The Transfiguration must have been for the three 
chosen apostles an unquestionably moving experience. 
But it was also a profoundly symbolic event. Here 
present at this original “summit conference” are the two 
sides of scripture—the Old Testament representatives 
and the New Testament ambassador. Moses represents 
the Law; Elijah, the Prophets, and the cloud is the same 
as that which led the people from Egypt—a representa¬ 
tion of God and the saving history of the Old Testament. 
The Law, the Prophets, and the God of Old Testament 
meet with Jesus and recognize Him as the new law, the 
new prophecy and the beloved son in whom they are well 
pleased. 

The human Jesus was strengthened for the rapidly 
approaching days of Gethsemani and mt. Calvary by this 
day on the mount of the Transfiguration—a day to in¬ 
spire us to endure our own Lenten periods of life, a 
glimpse of the glory that awaits us. Like looking at “The 
Baby Book” half way through pregnancy, a glimpse of 
the future God has in store for us can transfigure the 
present with a reaffirming; Yes, it’s worth it.

the school places on human interaction permeates her 
own teaching style, which emphasizes children becom¬ 
ing empowered to solve their problems. 

The phrase “What can you do to help yourself?” is a 
phrase Kidd has heard uttered and has uttered to chil¬ 
dren many times over the years. It is a phrase she be¬ 
lieves helps motivate children to feel power over their 
behavior, and in a larger sense, their lives. Its philosoph¬ 
ical base seems to define the essence of the school—the 
parents and children as a whole—a group of people who 
have helped themselves and each other. 

Kidd tells of an incident several years ago when a 
father overheard her saying it would be nice to have a 
loft in the room. The dad, she says, had oevetbuilLaoy- 
thing in his life, a!nd in fact didn’t even own tools. 

“But he made the plans and built the loft (after going 
out and huving tools). His child was leaving the school, 
so he was doing it for all the other kids,” she says. 

Kidd often thinks of that dad fondly when she sees 
children romping in the loft. She speculates that what 
inspired him was a quality inherent in the school’s philo¬ 
sophical design. 

“I think there’s a generosity of spirit here. People feel 
fed and nurtured and able to give,” Kidd says.
